Qres—[T. F] Is the sana ball of fre, ora 
planet surrounded by an electric atmosphere, 
emitting electric rays, which are transformed into 
light after resching our atmosphere?

Ans.—Tke sun is both, the electricity bring an 


effect of the terrible convulsions guing on 
throughout the body material, though primarily 

drawing the principle of electricity from the 
spiritual atmosphere ard corverting it into elec 

tricity, so-called. Friction is said to create elec- 

tricity, The principle is only relatively correct, 

but may stand as the cause to those who know 

not of a spiritual realm of life energy. Bat fric- 

tion is needed to attract the principle that gener- 

ates electricity; or the mother principle, as it 

were. Man attracts the same to him by activity, 
whether physical or menYal. The erergetic man 

throws of more electricity than the indolent 

man does. But this electrical principle modi- 

fies in comparison to spiritual unfoldment, be- 

x coming more and more soothing with a turn to 

f psychical or intelligent effects in place of the 
physical or msterial. So far the sun has but little 
spiritual efect on the planets, and, consequently, 

not open tointercourse for spirits generally, or 

those closely allied to material conditions, as 

most of those known as bodily contro!s are. 

Those higher spirits who are so positive to ma- 

terial influences as notto be affected by them, 

P and who need not depend on spiritual effinity 
between heavenly bodies to be able to travel, 

need not go directly to cbtain information con- 
cerning them. Their clairvoyant vision and psy- 
chometric powers sre sufficiently unfolded to 

see what they wish to know without having 

to make a trip in person. But such are more so 
licitous about the spiritual welfare of man than 

Á to develop mediums for such inspirations, There 
4 are plenty of mortals now in your midst who 
know by psychometric delineation the state of 

the sun to their own satisfaction, but fear to give 

it out on account of criticisms that it may 
awaken, They may not have it exactly correct, 

but by soliciting replies from a pumber, you csn 

i obtain a pretty fair diagnosis from inference, 
4 Spirits visit planets on the same principle that 
they do the sun, though the ways and means are 
better; and especially is this the case during the 
perikelion of planets relative to one another. 

Tae light that illumines your atmosphere is an 

eff. ctof the sun’s electric rays on the same. If the 

sun emitted direct light—or rather, ifthe ether be- 

yond your atmospheric influence were capable of 

i being illuminated as that immediately surround- 
ing planets, the whole of yonr solar space would 
be iluminated, and there would be no night be- 
youd the earth's shadow. You would never know 
of euns or planets other than your own, and your 
moon would only be visible as it is during the 
day, with perhaps a little more force at night, so- 
called, or eve as it would bein fact. We believe 
there are some smaller solar systems where the 
entire space is illuminated on account of the 
same partaking of the nature of oxygen, hydro- 
gen, nitrogen, and other ingredients in sufi- 
cient quantity to make up an atmosphere an- 
aslogous to yours, The beings of these re 
gions, of course, know nothing of astronomy, 
except what some sensitive may divine, as your 
censitives often divine things that have no ex- 
istence for the general mind. But we are not 
prepared to give you particulars on these sub- 
jżctə to-dsy. Probably the thought may attract 
influences that can belp us on another occasion. 
We, as spirits, sre much dependent for our in- 
formation by inspiration as earth mediums are, 


Qves—[White Rose.] Is it not true that even 
thoagt the medium be entranced by spirit guide 
or merely overshadowed that we seldom, if at all, 
receive the clear message of the excarnate spirit 
who communicates? And is this not true also of 
messages gotten through independent slate or 
automatic writing? Does not the message par- 
take of the medium’s mentality, not simply, as 
to words and expressions, but subject mat- 
ter; and if so, how are we to distinguish our 
thought, fer se, from that of the guiding intelli- 
gence? D> mediums ever receive a clear, per- 
fect spirit message? You may sense my identity, 
and I ask this for the good of the readers as well 
as to receive the instruction of your own broad 
experience in these spiritual matters, 


Ans.,—Yes, it is true that spirit messages are 
more or less colored by the medium, but only in 
comparison to the set character of the same. 
Language, of course, will be the medium’s, ex- 
cept in extraordinary cases, as that of Andrew 
Jackson Davis, where spirits used language and 
spoke of scientific facts unknown and incom- 
prehendible to the medium in his normal state. 
In the majority of cases,however,the medium's im- 
pressions are tinctured by the opinions of the sit- 
ters, In the presence of a strong, celf-opinionated 
mortal, a medium is weak,and made so by the self- 
Opinionated spirit attactions of the sitter—the lat- 
ter overshadowing the spirit attending the medi- 
um. To distinguish your own thought from the 
spirit’s is to note the suddenness with which new 
` ideas spring upon you at times. New thoughts are 
not created like soap bi bler, but are an effect of 
logical reasoning. The conclusions you reach 
by this process are your own, and stand to your 
credit. Bat those that Aash on you spontaveous- 
ly are put there by somebody who lends them to 
you until you can claim them as your own by an 
understanding of them, and in trru have sent 
them forth for others’ bene fit—just as the spirit 
did who inspired you with them. Do mediums 
ever receive a clear, perfect message? Yee, to an 
extent. If not clear, you can ensily make it so 
by cutting out the dross or that which is the me- 
dium's, There is bound to be some thoughts 
‘not belonging to the me‘}ium, or there is no 
“Message. A spirit sometimes needs a great deal 
of a medium's thought and word vocabulary to 
edgeina fewof bis own ideas. The latter are

This Westward trend did not 
stop with the Pacific, but Japan to-dey is Ameri- 
canızed. Tae Chinese are an exception, as they 
come here only to earn money and retura home. 
Going tack one hundred thousand years the 
speaker trace i the different races which appeared 
upon the fate of the earth. Cities long ago 
baried prove that this continent was occupied oy 
a civilization far exceeding that of to-day. The 
religion of the Indiaus who inhabited this coun- 
try was represented by the speaker to be far more 
spiritual than any religion now kuown. The 
Indian was the lineal descendents of the people 
who inhabited this continent long before the 
discovery of Columbus. This pople migrated 
Northward. The religion and philosopby of 
this country was of Eastern birth. Tne New 
Testament is an embodiment of Asiatic lore.

Letter from Abby A. Judson. 


After terminating my month's engagement 
with the Spiritual Usion of Cincinnati, I entered 
on my November's work with the Indepencent 
Spiritual Church in Lonisville, Ky. 

Inis scciety wes incorporated one year ago, 
and is, in accordarce with the Kentucky laws of 
incorporation, a Church. It isa solid body, pre- 
parec for work, and has the respect of the com- 
munity, as was evidenced by the class of people 
that were present November 5th, and the very 
complimentary notices in the newspapers regard- 
ing the meeting held oz that occasion. 

This association bolds its meetings the year 
around, and they lease avery attractive hall. They 
msy charg: to another that will be still better, 
in December. Tais hall is on the ground floor 
of a handsome building, in a fine location; and 
as the hall is used only for spiritual meetings, 
the influences are not mixed and deleterious, as is 
the case with the meetings of many of our socie- 
ties, wko engage a hall for Sunday only. They 
havean admission fee only on fare Occasions, 
and take up a collection as their usual practice. 
There are no wealthy Spiritualists in the society 
who are willing to support it generously, and the 
people are, in general, of the middling or poor 
class. Miss Lizzte Bailey, clairvoyant and in- 
spirational speaker, is a member, and they pay 
her a small yearly salary, whether she be with 
them or not. When she ckooses so to do she 
can take temporary engagements in other places, 
but she is not away for long, on account of her 
devotion to her feeble mother, who is now eighty- 
eigbt years of age. She bas made many con- 
verts to Spiritualism in Louisville, and the 
friends there priz2 her highly. So as the society 
usually has this home worker to fall back upon, 
they are not obliged to pay the traveling ex- 
penses and usual terms of a toreign speaker, ex- 
cept once in a while, and are thus enabled to keep 
up a useful association at a cost thatis within their 
means. Her speaking is followed by a few tests 
by herself, or by some willing worker who may 
b2 present. 

Last Suuday I bad planned a lecture on the 
Pailosopby of Spiritualism; but, as usually hap- 
pens, was led into another train of thought, and 
spoke of the baneful character of orthodox teach- 
ings. My guides, who know the needs of those 
whom they specially desire to reach better than 
I do, determine the train of thought, and adapt 
it to the occasion. 

The president of this Spiritual Church is Wm. 
A. Schrader, and the vice-president, George Hein- 
son, the latter of whom presided last Sunday. W. 
Ruby, a magnetic healer who rivals the best phy- 
sicians in Louisville, is an active member; and 
these three, with others whom I can not now 
name, make a working band, who lend culture, 
devotion, and business capacity to their heaven- 
appointed task of holding up the banner of Spir- 
itualism in this beautiful city. 

But it must not be inferred that this is the 
only spiritual society here. By no means. There 
are five more, and each is doing spiritual work 
on its own chosen lines, 

Last Suuday’s meeting was opsned by a very 
fine rendering of Wagner’s Funeral March by 
the organist, Professor Kohnhorst, who also leads 
the singing, and brings harmonious infiuence by 
his excellent music. 

My lecture was followed by tests by a new me- 
dium, Mrs. Eva Schrader, sister-in-law of the 
faithful president. With her eyes closed in 
trance-condition, her control gave the names of 
some fifty spirits, who wished their actual pres- 
ence to be thus manifested. 

The success andthe permanent value of this 
Louisville organization gives emphasis to the 
tuought thatall localities can gain by making good 
and kind use of their own mediums. It is where 
they are best known that they should be best ap- 
preciated. If tbeir personal character be such as 
to win confidence and respect, aud their medium- 
ship be promising, it is the Spiritualists of the 
towa where they live who should open the way 
for the exercise of their gifts. Often some un- 
preteoding home medium can give evidence that 
a famous test medium is unable to do. I know 
how it was in my own case. Daring the early 
months after accepting Spiritualism the con- 
vinclng evidences came to me ina little private 
circle where none of us supposed we were medi- 
ums; and from one lady who never gives sit- 
tings at so much a sitting. 

I will give the remainder of this letter to this 
nearly transparent medium and this valued friend. 
Having heard some say, “Mrs. B. is the best in- 
dependent clairvoyant in Minneapolis,” I sought 
her acquaintance, and bad a friend introduce me 
as Miss Johuson,” lest the public should learn that 
the priucipal of Judson Institute was looking 
into Spiritualism.

But as our souls came into the harmony of 
sincere friendship, and the disembodied ones be- 
gan to be at home in our commingled spheres, 
my father and mother and many spirit friends 
could so manifest themselves to her that she de- 
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She explained to me later that when a person 
came for a sitting, to pey for if, it pat berin a 
condition that sbe cither saw notbing, or it did 
not come so gocd as when she sat unpremedi- 
tatedly im tbe course of friendly communion. 
Her standard is bigh, bless her bonest soul. 

Parted from ber by loog stretches of country, 
yet I know that Suodeys and other days, sbe 
throws out loviog strengt and pure thoughts to 
me.
